'THE very Name of MURTHER and TREASON does 


naturally ſtrike an borror into all Mankind, that are not, through de- 
generacy and” ſtubborn willfulneſs, poiſoned and ſwelled by the veno- 
mous corruption of right Roman Principles, they indeed change the 
Man, and m this ſence, may be ſaid to work a Creation ; for they in- 
fuſe into bim a new, but a moſt Infernal temper, ſuch as Gog-Al- 
mighty never deſigned ſhould be m him,” and fill bus breaſt with all 
the violent Rancour and Malice imaginable,” againſt thoſe his fellow- 
Creatures, that ſhall, through the purity of their better, nay, moſt 
Evangelical Religion, but dare to be Non-Conformiſtsto him : 
though there is Nothing that does more palpably deteft the wickedneſs 
of this their cruel Deſugn, than the odiouſneſs of thoſe ways they take 
(4s they think happily) to effe it. 


THE Doftrines of the Church of Rome are bloudy ones, aid 
ſuch 95 are direAly contrary to the Word of God,and the conſtant ſence 
of the Church in all Ages ; and, if blindly followed, what can we ever 
expef, but Rebellion, Murther, Bloudſhed, and all manner of confu- 
fron: If once they ſhall have the power in their own hands,and we ſhall 
deny our ſubmiſsion and Obedience to them ? hath not Chriſtendom 
ſufficiently experienced this * whence have proceeded the broyles of 

mgdomes, dreadful Warrs, horrid Maſſacres, the almoſt imumera- 
ble Treaſons, Damnable Plots, and Conſpiracies, but from the prin- 
ciples of theſe Sons of Cain, whoſe great delight it is to wallow mm the 

Gore of their Brethren,but by them accounted curſed HERETICKS 
upon the ſcore of difference in Religion ? 

T ſpeak this to the abominable ſhame of thoſe that will offer to be cal- 
led Chriſtians, and, as a higher mark of Eminence, will not content 
themſelves with any other name than that of the holy TESIUS,and yet 
are become ſuch Monſters of Men, both as to any thing of Religion or 
Morality,as cannot be paralell'd by Barbariſm it ſelf.What leſs ought 
theſe to be accompted,than the pernicious Vermine of Religion,and bu- 
mane Society ? ſince we,true Catholick Proteſtants I mean, are the

BUTT, at which they ſhoot all their raging Envy and Malice: 
they are evermore crying out, Delenda eſt Carthago,England 
muſt down \, and therefore they are continually levying their 
Rrongeſt Batteries againſt it, in hopes at laſt to meet with their 
wiſb-d ſucceſs ; and they well know, if they could but once brins us 
totruckle under them , and pay our Devotion to the POPE'S, 
that GR AND Religious Impoſtor's Supremacy , the ereate/* 
Bulwark of the Retormed Church was gained, and eaſily would! 
the other diſſenting parts of Europe be brought into Terms of 
Compliance with them. - 

PRIESTS by their Funition ſhould be Meſſengers of Peace, 
but inſtead of that,in their Praftices they are the only Trumpets 
of War, and the Incendiaries of a!! the Miſchiefs and Rebellions 
which bring along with them the ſpoils of Princes, and the merci- 
leſs havock of Millions of Lives: and therefore it is the duty of 
all Princes,States, and C hurches, that own the Excellency of the 
Proteſtant Religion,ard that will keep the Vineyard of the Lord 

from being devoured by theſe Wild Boars of the Foreſt,to indea- 

vour by all allowable ways and means , to keep out the POPE

"POPERY, I mean. JESVITISME (which is the worſt fort 
..of it) being a State-trick of Religion , on purpoſe deviſed to mains» 
tain Luxury, Pride, Pomp, and exceſſive Ambition, with all the 6- 
ther gawdy Train of Worldly Honours , muſt therefore. conſequent- 
ly have Gain for the Chief Element of its Conſtitution : and it was 
impoſſible it ever ſhould have long continued , unleſs there could be 
ſome way found, whereby the Fr:efts of it might be able to Ira 
over the greater part of the Chriſtian World to an outward compli- 
ance vik them. This occaſioned. their eafie and Fleſh-pleaſing 
Maximes , exaQly moulded to the Various Iriclinations of General 
Mankind , tho never ſo Debauchedly Looſe and Prophanely Liceti- 
tious. Theſe Cunning Graftſmen knew there was no way like to this, 
to keep up their Wealth , and'prevent their Great Diana from be 
ing defpiſed , and her Magnificence from being deſtroy'd : 
this would do their buſineſs to their utmoſt wiſh ; and if men 
would but prove liberal of their Purſes to them \, they refolv!d 
with themſelves not to be out-bid in Civility , but to do.thetfi'e- - 
qual Reaſon at leaſt, and giye them” ſufficient Gratifications', by 
way of Return, in all Caſes they ſhould demand of them. They 
racked their Inventions therefore to pleaſe them}, and if they Vad 
a mind at any, time  to'commit the. greateſt of ſins and worll"of 
'Villanies , let them but be' well paid'tor. their paitrs, and ir ſhould 
go hard but they would find out fonething or other ;* whereby to 
make lawful and allowable all their extravagantly. Lewd 'Delires. 
- They ſtudied ( before J*bathought of. Abominations ; and made a 
' Book of Rates , in pure Kindneſs and completti#nt to them 20 
ſhew how _ they might be ergy of the grofſeſt Impieti6s - 
immaginable.

be no more, whilſt they are circumſcribed .in. Fleſh ; and we 
ought therefore to conſider , ,and bear with them as ſuch. Hea- 
ven is ſo wiſe, that it hath regarded. all our Infirmities , and 
what we are not capable of avoiding thiough the Heat of our 
Tempers , +it will.mercifully look over', and. remit., through its 
infinite Goodneſs and Compefſhon of our Natures. But as (7 ) 
eEneas Sylvins ( afterwards made POPE) tells us, Nb: eff 

uod abſque argento Romana Curta dedit ; ipſa manuum impoſitio, 
5 Jpiritus ſantti dona verduntur , nec peccatorum venia niſi num- 
matus impenditur. © There is a—_ to be had from the 
© Court of ROME without ready Caſh; the very Laying on 
* of Hands and the Gifts of the Holy Ghoſt are fold, nor can

condud of his life, which was for our Inn you {hall find he was 
continually doing and exerciſing a moſt affteCtionate compaſlion 
to thoſe that hated him.

When St. *Peter asked our Saviour how often his Bro- 
ther might offend him, and he forgive him, he falls upon a Parable 
there, which ſhowes that every Chriſtian ought to be mercitul to his 
Brother, how often ſo ever he offends againſt him ; becauſe we, fo of- 
ten as we offend, ask mercy of God ; wherefore, for as much ; our

| Offence againſt God is far more grievous, than can be any offence of

And isnot this contrary to the Goſpel, which 
is a Goſpel of Peace; was not the Everlaſting Father the Prince of 
Peace, and are not wecommanded to feek peace and purſue it? to fol- 
low e with all men, and tolivein Love and Peace? and to walk 
worthy of the Vocation wherewith we-are called, with all Lowlineſs 
and Meeknefs, with long ſuffering, forbearing one another in Love, 
and indeavouring to keep the Unity of the Spirit in the Bond of peace? 
and is this to put on, as the Elect of God, Bowels of mercy, where 
there is, or ſhould be, could men have their Wills, nothing but Burn- 
ing, Faggotting, Drowning, - Priſoning, Chaining, Famiſhing, Hang- 
ing, Racking, Tormenting, andthe like, Oh!

BESIDES, this does by no means ſhow the Excellency ofthe Hea- 
venly Wiſdom ; For that confiſts in Purity, Peaceableneſs, Eaſineſs to 
be intreated ; which is flow toWrath, and in forbearance, as (OF 
temper was, Which is much magnified by the Dignity of his Perſon, 
by the Power he had of doing all things, and the Holy-Ghoſt, which 
every way gives us rules of Moderation, and not of Cruelty and

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ſufferer, and feel the puniſhment due to them, than that God ſhould 
take the advantage againſt them, and >| the charge of their own ſin 
upon them. Obſerve likewiſe what Job ſays, to whom there was none 
like in all the Earth, a perfe@ and an upright man, one that feared Ged, 
and eſchewed evil, as was God's own character of him. IT have not re- 
Joyced at the Deſtiru@ion of him that hated me, or lift up my ſelf when evil 
found him, neither have I ſuffered my mouth to ſin by wiſhing a curſe 
to his ſoul. No, he fearedeven ſo much as to open his lips againſt, not 
only thoſe that were enemies to him, but againſt thoſe that were op- 

lors of God ; he would pray for ſuch, as were his ſad comforters ; 
but though HERETICKS to him, he never conſpired their deaths and 
ruine, nor ſo much as wiſhed that God would fo far eſpouſe his righte- 
ous cauſe, as to cut them off himſelf. And if you find this under the 
Law, can you expe any ſeverer Doctrine from the Oeconomy of the 
Goſpel ? You know it is ſaid, that the fruit of Righteouſneſs is ſown in 
'Peace ; and this is ſufficiently made good in the carriage of the Apo- 
ſtles. See that of Sz. *Paul towards the Fews : does he thunder out his 
Magnim Anathema againſt them, becaule of their reſtive and obſtinate 
infidelity ? nothing leſs, and he callsGod to witneſs, and to juſtifie what 
he ſays; I jpeak the Truth in Chriſt, I lye not, my Conſcience alſo bearing 


me Witneſs in the Holy Ghoſt, that T have great heauineſs and continual | 


orrow in my heart ; for 1 could wiſh that my ſelf were accurſed from Chriſt, 
- my Brethren, Mk inſmen, according Ap Fleſh. 'n Aired oo 
their deaths, for he knew, to the grief of. his heart, that they were by 
no means fit to die 3 but he could wiſh (he had fo ſtrange a fervency 
of Zeal and Love, for their fouls, That he might be made a ſacrifice 
to the Juſtice of God for them, and ſo God would but convert and 
fave them, he could even have been content to have endured the eter- 
nal wrath of his righteous vengeance due unto them. What was the 
carriage of St. Peter towards Simon Magws? he only rebuked him, 
but he did not command him to be put to death, when he was guilty of 
that great ſin, as to imagine the gift of the Holy Ghoſt could be purcha- 
ſed with mony : ſays St. *Peter thy money periſh with thee, for that thou ſup- 
poſeſt the — of God to be bought with money, thou ſhalt have neither part, 
nor lot in this matter ; thy heart is not pure before God, therefore ( mark 
here) repent thee of thy wickedneſs, and pray unto God that this wicked 
thought of thy heart may be forgiven thee ; for I perceive thou art in the gall 
of bitterneſs, and in the bond of Iniquity. Here was a grievous offence 
in Si-z0u Magus, and St. Peter gave him a harſh, and ſharp rebuke, but 
yet here were no thoughts of —_ him to death - fo far front that 
that he only gives him this ghoſtly advice preſently to fall to prayer, and 
to repentance, and if any thing would provoke God to pardon and to 
fave him, thoſe were the moſt probable and likely means todo it. The 
time would fail me ſhould I attempt to enumerate all the like proceeds 
and carriages of the Holy Apoſtles, Saints, and Martyrs of God to their 
fellow Brethren ;' I ſhall conclude therefore this particular with his 
Council, who intreats us, that 4s dear Children we would walk in Love, 
and mark them which do walk ſo, and not walk according to the courſe of this 
world, according to the *Prince of the "Power of the Ar, the Spirit that 
ow worketh in the Children of diſobedience. But that above all things we 
would have fervent Charity among our ſelves, for Charity covereth a Multi- 
tude of ſins.

FURTHERMORE, it is againſt the very order of Prieſthood, for 
though it doth juſtifie the Judgments to death of the Laity, whereby 
offenders arc condemned to die; yet are they themſelves interdifted to 
put in execution the ſame rs The *Prieſts ofthe old Law be- 
ing imperfe&, when Pilate aid to them concerning Chriſt, (whom they 
had accuſed worthy of death,) take him unto you, and according to your

Death. Whereby it plainly appears, thatour —_ being much more - 


perfet, may not lawfully give Judgment of death againſt any offen- 
ders ; but yet notwithſtanding, do not our Romiſh Prieſts claime unto 
themſelves the Power Judicial upon offenders? although it be againſt 
their own very Canons for Prieſts to meddle in the cauſe of bloud. 
Biit not totire out your Patience with a needleſs and unprofitable te- 
diouſnels, let me defire you. 


IN the next place to conſider, is'not this the higheſt pride imagina- 
ble to take upon you the Power abſolutely to deſtroy, and Aur- 
ther KINGS, pull down Government, Alter the Religion that has been 
for ſome ages eſtabliſhed in a Kingdom, and lay all at your feet wal- 
lowing in bloud, that ſhall not truckle to your Arbitrary Will, and 


join with you to ſerve Idols of Silver and Gold, which are the workes Pf, 11$.v. 4,5;

guilty of,) but cat them down to hell, and delivered them into Chains of 
darkz.eſs, to be reſerved unto Fudgment, and” ſpared not the old world, but 
brought a floud upox it, and turned the Cities of Sodom and Gomorrha in- 
to aſhes, condemned them with an overthrow, making then an example un- 
to thoſe that afterwards ſhould live ungodly, the Lord knows how (not on- 
ly to deliver the godly ont of Temptations, and us HERETICKS in your 
cyes from all your helliſh and divelliſh Conſpiracies, MURTHERS 
and TREASONS, ) but he knows alſo how to reſerve the unjuit to the 
day of Judgment to be puniſhed, but chiefly them that walk after the fleſh in 
the lust of Uncleanneſs, and deſpiſe Government, for preſumptuows are 
they, and ſelf-willed, that are not afraid to ſpeak evil of Dignities. "Theſe, 
as Natural bruit *Beaits, made to be taken and deitrozed, ſpeak evil of 
the things that they underſtand not, and ſhall utterly periſh in their own

| Benefactors, Nature teaches us that they deſerve ſo highly of us upon 


all accompts, that it would be the laſt ingraritude of all, but to _y 
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of doitg any thing that may give them the leaſt diſpleaſure. But to 
Plot and Contrive to kill thoſe that have laid great obligations on us, 
that have given us great Priviledges and Liberties in the way of a con- 
trary Religion to their own, this does ſo much the more aggravate the 
crime, and make it to become a Monitrum khorrendum : for all know 
that Beneficta conferunt Jas i poteſtatem BenefaGort ; and kindnefles do 
never lay ingagements on us to be cruel, blood-thirſty, and trea- 


cherous to any, but, above all, to ſuch ſupreme Benefaftors as 
KINGS. | 


CONSIDER again, we are commanded by the Apoſtle $7. Peter to 


'+ ſubmit our ſelves toKINGS let them be never ſich HERETICKS, and 


remember what St. Timothy fayes, I exhort you therefore that f,rit of all 
(mark here) ſpplications, prayers, Interceſſions, and giving of thanks be 
made for all men ;, for Kings, and for all that are in Authority: "Where 
note the PR and Univerſality of the word KINGS, in the Plural, 
and not in the ſingular Number 3 and that without any reſtriction of 
their perſonal qualifications, extending univerſally to all KINGS, and 
excluding none, though Pagans, Idolaters,Hereticks, Schifmaticks, Ty- 
rants, tran Perſecutors, Murderers, wicked, prophane ; viti- 
ous, or flagitious in any kind, for which many might doubt whither 
they ought to pray. But here the Queſtion is put beyond all further 
diſpute, for if we ought to pray for all men, then certainly for all 
KINGS, tho the Apoſtle had foe named KINGS, for all KINGS 
are men ; and if for ALLthat are in Authority, then certainly for ALL 
KINGS being in Supreme Authority, and included by name, between 
thoſe two Univerſals, 4L L MEN, and ALLIN AU THO- 
RITY. | PR 


BUT ſuppoſe the Roman Catholick Religion (as ridiculout]y it is 
termed,v7z.a particular Univerſal Religion)ſhould be the true,and Pros 
teſtantiſme a falſe and Heretical ; methinks, this cannot riſe up to be 
a ſufficient motive for You therefore toMUR THER, but a great 


_ deal rather, to pity your Brethren that are of another and wron 


perſuaſion and belief, and to bear with them : the Apoſtle St. *Pa 

adviſes us to as much, when he ſayes, We then that are ftrong, ought to 
bear the Infirmities of the weak,, and not to pleaſe our ſelves ; (by reaking 
our Malice and revenge upon them) but let every one of ws pleaſe his 
Neighbour for his good to Edification. It is obſervable what Saint Au- 
ftiz faies, that 2 Man ſhould alwazes preſerve Charity in his heart, even 
when he is obliged to do outwardly things that to Men ſeem very harſh ; and 
to ſmatte them, though with arough, yet an obliging ſeverity 5 their Advan- 
tage, not their Deaths, and, it may be, damnation thereby both of 
ſoul and body, being to be preferred before their own ſatisfations : Cha- 
rity zec- retia tendit, nec ledere intendit, it neither does, nor deſires

no, but it covers. a multitude of ſims. Beſidey, - diviſions are arguments 
of a fleſhy mind 3 for you are carnal, ſaics Saint *Paxl, for whereas there 
zs yet among you envying, ſtrife, and diviſions, are you not carnal, ani 
walk as Men ? keeping up your particular Faftions and intereſts to 
the ruine both of your outward and inward Peace and Quiet.

Prins owni Regia Adminiitratione, ) he tranſlated the Empire to Rudolph ©" VE 
Duke of Sevia, but though he gave him the Expire, he did not deli- 
ver it, for A{udolph was lain in Battle by the Emperor ; "Rome was 
taken by the Emperor, and Gregory died & grief. The laſt words of 
Rudolphare remarkable: ſeeing his hand cut off, he ſaid tothe Biſhops 
that had made him to take up Arms,' You ſee my hand which I had lift up 
toGod with an. Oath of fidelity to my Soveraign, now puniſhed for fighting 
Traiterouſly againſt kim by your Initigation.

worth and price of one ſoul. But you may alſo in a common perſecution, 
take away ſome of your friends, as well as Enemies, and likewiſe. ma- 

. ny Innocents among thofe whom You accompt offenders: Now, were 
it to convert the whole Earth, it were not /awfall to traduce, much leſs 
to kill the Innocent, becauſe we muſt not commit the leaſt evil to pro- 
mote the greateſt good ; for the Truth of God doth not itand in need of 
onr lie, as the Scripture fates, for his Glory, And 7t is a certain fign of 
a hard heart, and a graceleſs ſoul to be ſecure and chearfill under a known 
fn : that man that can ſleep ſoundly after a Murther, and that can give 
merry checks to his Conſcience, hath an heart inſenſible of all goodneſs, and 
way prove a fit fire-brand for Eternal flames. 


AND now, after all theſe ſerious refleQions, can you blame our 
Laws that are only made m pure Neteflity to ſecure our ſelves ? not
